Lee Is Johnuston’s. 

Opelika, Ala., May 13.—(Special.)—Reports 
are in from the fourteen beats of Lee 
county. The situation is simply this: John- 
ston has carried the county by a majority 
of 30. 

The Oates men claim that 30 of these 
votes should not be counted, In Auburn, 
beat 6, it is claimed that thirteen negroes 
were voted for Oates besides several 
cadets, who were not entitled to vote. 
Johnston men insist on throwing out the 
negro votes and the votes of the cadets, 
who were not’ entitled to vote. If the 
negro votes are thrown out, Johnston gets 
the county by 48. If the thirty white votes 
for Johnston are:thrown out, as the Oates 
men desire, and the negro votes are re- 
tained, it would give Oates the county by a 
majority of 13.

AN INFAMOUS JUDGE. 


Germans Are Indignant at Bransewete 


ter’s Outrageous Condact, 


POLICE INCITE THE PEOPLE T0 IGT 


Hired Agents Attacked the Work- 
ingmen Just to Start a Row. 


BERLIN'S HANGMAN IS KEPT BUSY 


He Has Just Disposed of Two Brothers 
and Has Another Victim to At- 
tend to This W eek. 


Berlin, May 13.—The Brausewetter scandal 
has assumed national! dimensions. Few per- 
sons hesitate to say that the judge disgraced 
the bench by usurping the functions of the 
prosecuting attorney in the trial of the Prus- 
sian editors last week, and the newspapers 
throughout the empire agree, as rarely be- 
fore, in admonishing the government to act 
quickly in response to public opinion. The 
popular agitation has increased in the last 
three days until it promises to raise the 
most important political questions in both 
landtag and reichstag. Not only is: a re- 
form of judicial methods calied for, but the 
greater freedom of the press also from po- 
lice restraint is demanded as an immediate 
necessity. Yesterday the Berlin association 
of solicitors and king’s counsel sent to the 
minister of justice a memorial, ailirmin, 
that both Brausewetter and the crown pros- 
ecutor violated tne ruies of professional 
etiquette by tneir conduct during the trial 
of the editors, most notably in treating the 
defendant’s counsel with studied disrespect. 
The memorial also declares that it will be 
impossible to elicit the truth in any case if 
the practice of distorting evidence and re- 
pressing counsel in the defense of clients 
be allowed. While the members of the bHer- 
lin bar show their determination to vindi- 
cate their own and the people’s rights, the 
journalists and publicists consider Brause- 
wetter’s sneering remarks about the news- 
papers more aS an attack upon the rights 
of a free press. 

The People Are Indignant. 

A meeting has already been called for 
Wednesday at the journalists’ club, to pro- 
test against the license allowed the courts 
and police in dealing with the newspapers 
and the general public. The excessive sen- 
tences passed on the editors found guiity 
last Thursday of insulting the police will 
probably be reversed on appeal. It is: too 
late, however, to accomplish much with this 
partial redress. Now that the movement is 
well under way, nothing will satisfy the 
public except reforms which will render im- 
possible such travesties of justice in the fu- 
ture. 

Police Instigated Rioting. 

Apart from Brausewetter’s browbeating 
and hectoring of all the defendants’ wit- 
nesses by the crown prosecutor, tne trial of 
the editors showed a bad side of the Berlin 
police. The prosecution was forced to admit 
that, at the meeting at the Friedrichshain, 
on January 18th, the police had _ their 
‘agents’ provocateurs.” These agents, dis- 
guised*as workingmen and armed with rub- 
ber life preservers, attacked both women 
and men as they left the place of assembly. 
The police spy, Brandt, it was proved, had 
received from the police money with which 
to publish and distribute fiysheets and piac- 
aras inciting tne unemployed ‘to vioience, 
Judge Brausewetter astonished the audi- 
ence by holding that these police methods 
were perfectly justifiable and condemning the 
press criticisms of them as consciené¢eless 
and immoral. Although reporters of the 
conservative journals, not even excepting 
the old tory Kreuz Zeitung, made virtually 
the same statements as did the Tageblatt 
and other progressive organs and conserva- 
tive and radical editors; spoke with equal 
severity of the police outrages, all the edi- 
tors sentenced were selected with care 
from the liberal: and social democratic 
ranks, 

Berlin’s Busy Executioner. 

Reindel, the headsman of Berlin, executed 
on Thursday, in the Schlewitz prison, the

Suit for Emin's Papers. 

A lawsuit over Dr. Emin’s papers has 
been begun here. One claimant is Ferida, 
Emin’s daughter by an Abyssinian woman, 
and generally regarded as his heir. The 
other is a woman living in Constantinople, 
who asserts that she was Emin’s legal wife, 
and produces a certificate, signed apparently 
by Emin, to prove the legitimacy of the 
child Paulina. The proof in the latter 
case seems to be complete. In 1874, Dr. 
Emin was staying in Neisse, and this is 
the year which the certificates dates. The 


woman says the marriage took place in| 


Constantinople. It is suggested that the 
existence of this family had much to do 
with Emin’s refusal to return with Stanley 
to Europe, for he had several families in 
Africa at the time. 

She Joins the Greek Church. 

Princess Alix. of Hesse, the betrothed of 
the czarowitz, is expected to arrive in 
Potsdam next month, and to proceed thence 
to the estate of her sister, the Grand 
Duchess Sergius, near Moscow. While 
there, the princess will be instructed in 
the doctrines of the orthodox Greek chu. ch 
by the metropolitan of Moscow. 

Prince Hohenlohe, governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine, has canceled the order of the 
Colmar authorities against the production 
of the opera “Galatea” in Frencn, and 
the performance was giveiu today. 

Ahiwardt, the Jew baiter, gives in his 
new journal, The Rundschau, some statis- 
tics concerning the enormous increase vi the 
Jewish population in Prussia. Berlin had 
6.500 Jews in 1840, some 30,000 in 1570 and 
75,000 in 1890. After commenting on the 
rapid growth of the Jewish colony since 
the founding of the empire, The Rundschau 
asserts that 46 per cent of all the «.ouses 
in Berlin belong to Jews. The province of 
Brandenturge contained 46,400 Jews in 1870 
and 662,000 in 1390. During the same period, 
the Jewish population increased but ‘3,000 
in Bavaria, 1,600 in Baden and 1,100 in 
Wurtemberg.

Washington, May 13.—(Special.)—Mr.

Now he 
declines to say a word against the mongrel 
protection bill the jobbers of the senate 
have framed, and there are those who ac- 
cuse him of having become partially con- 
verted to the eastern idea of tariff. This 
may not be true. It probably is not, but it 
looks badly for him to go off fishing just at 
this time.

Judge Maddox Has the Floor. 

Juage MAddox took the floor yesterday 
against the privilege which had 
been exercised by the secretary 
of the navy of appointing cadets 
to Annapolis and crediting them to 
districts in which they do not live. There 
are over thirty cadets now at the naval 
school put down from states and districts 
in which they have never lived. There are 
two thus accredited to Georgia, one to the 
Seventh and one to the ninth district.

INTO THE ARMS OF DEPUTIES. 


Coxeyites Are Running na Special Train 
Toward a Posse of Marshals. 
Laramie, Wy., May 13.—The Union Pa- 
cific management is taking decisive steps 
to put a quietus on industrial army move- 
ments over its line. Yester€ay five com- 
panies of 221 commonwealers, under com- 
mand of General S. L. Sheffler, seized a 
Union Pacific train on the Oregon Short 
line and started eastward for Washington. 
The railroad authorities attempted to check 
General Sheffier’s advance at Mont Pelier 
by running all engines and out of the 
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in anticipation of the army reaching Wy- 
oming. Writs were issued to United States 
Marshal Rankin directing him to arrest 
Sheffier and not more than fourteen others 
of the army, and detain them in custody 
to appear before the next sitting of the 
court. 

The precaution taken at Mont Pelier fail- 
ed to check Sheffier’s advance, and this 


morning Superintendent Bancroft telegraph- | 


ed officials at Cheyenne: “About one hun- 
dred and fifty industrials have stolen an 
engine and six box cars at Mont Pelier and 
left there at 8:30 o’clock a. m., running re- 
gardless of everything. Arrange to keep 
them from running into anything, as they 
seem to be reckless.”’ 

When this information was received Mar- 
shal Rankin immediately organized a force 


of deputies and left Cheyenne on a spe-* 


cial train to head off the industrials and 
serve his writs of arrest. The posse is 
accompanied by Judge Van Deventer, at- 
torney for the company, and Trainmaster 
Culmoss, of the Union Pacific. One of the 
fastest engines on the road has pulled the 
special to the mountains at the rate of 
forty miles an hour and by tomorrow morn- 
ing the Sheffier army will be headed off, 
and, it is hoped, captured. 

Attorney General Olney has been ad- 
vised of the situation and if the marshal 
and his posse fail to arrest Sheffier and place 
the road in peaceful possession of the 
Union Pacific, the aid of the regular troops 
will be asked. 

Word was received by Marshal Rankin 
at Laramie that Sheffler and his men has 
abandoned their stolen train at Cokeville, 
the first station in Wyoming, after crossing 
the Idaho-Wyoming line. It is expected 
they will board the first freight train com- 
ing eastward, and that Marshal Raukin and 
his posse will meet them at Granger, the 
junction point of the Oregon Short line and 
the Union Pacific. 


ROBBING RIGHT AND LEFT. 


Kel.y Has a Gang of Pillagers For- 
aging for the Crowd. 
Edyville, la., May 13.—General Kelly's 
army floated thirty-five miles down the 
Des Moines river last night and reached 
this point at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
The army immediately went into camp and 
will start for Ottumwa in the morning. They 
found plenty of provisions at Oskaloosa 
bridge, which was reached last night, and 
this forenoon the men were given two full 
meals. It was the first time the hunger of 
many of the men had been appeased for 
thirty hours. The Oskaloosa local com- 
mittee provided 1,500 loaves of bread, 1,200 
pounds of meat and other provisions. A 
committee of army officers today investi- 
gated the conduct of the men who have 
been going ahead pillaging the country, 
but concluded to allow them to retain their 
boat upon their promise to remain in line.

P. C. Egbert, a weil known 
populist, is said to have stated that he has 
1,000 men ready to release the common- 
wealers who are being brought from Ya- 
kima under arrest. The sympathizers 
gathered in groups about town and talked 
in a threatening manner. 

Stole a Train. 

Mont Pedro, Idaho, May 13.—A small 
number of so-called industrials under com- 
mand of Tom Callahan, who arrived here 
yesterday, stole an engine and six cars on 
the Union Pacific road and started east 
at 8:45 o'clock. 

Deserted by Their General. 

Lawrenceville, Ill., May 13.—Company F, 
of Morrison's division of the Coxey army,dis- 
banded here today, Harris, their leader, 
having deserted them, taking all their funds 
with him. 


A GENERAL STRIKE EXPECTED. 


The Great Northern and Pullman 
Liable to Be Tied Up. 

St. Paul, Minn., May 13.—American Rail- 
way Delegates to a general conference were 
in session at Labor hall all this afternoon 
and at midnight it is announced that a 
general strike on the Great Northern from 
St. Paul to Seattle is likely to be ordered 
Monday night. President Debs is on his 
way here. A delegation will be sent to 
President Hill tomorrow morning, which 
will demand the immediate reinstatement 
of all men at work on April 13th, the day 
the strike was ordered. If he refuses, the 
big strike will be on again with all its vio- 
lence. 

A delegate to the Great Northern*confer- 
ence tonight gave out the interesting piece 
of information that President Debs will 
issue an order tomorrow to all American 
Railway Union men forbidding them to 
handle Pullman cars until the trouble at 
Pullman, Ill, is adjusted.

A Duputy Marshal Believes the De- 
| faulter Is in the States. 
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DR. TALMAGE’S LOSS, 


For the Third Time His Tabernacle 
Is Destroyed by Fire. 


HE HAD JOST FINISHED HIS SERMON 


Luckily, Only a Few Persons Were 
in the Building. 


AN ADJOINING HOTEL ALSO BURNS 


Guests Had to Fiee for Their Lives—A 
Savannah Lady Is Carried Out 
by the Firemen. 


New York, May 13.—Fire seems to be the 
Nemesis of Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage and 
the members of his congregation. Their 
beautiful new tabernacle at the corner of 
Clinton and Greene avenues, Brooklyn, 
was destroyed by fire this afternoon. Flames 
broke out in the church edifice just after 
those who had attended the morning ser- 
vice had left the building. Not only was 
the church destroyed, but the near-by hotel 
and a number of buildings were also great- 
ly damaged. Had the fire broken out one 
hour earlier, while the building was filled 
with worshipers, it is almost certain that a 
dreadful panic and loss of life would have 
resulted. 

This is the third time that the Talmage 
tabernacle has been destroyed by fire. By a 
singlar coincidence each fire occurred on @ 
Sunday. 

Everything in the tabernacle today was 
destroyed with the building. Perhaps the 
loss which will grieve Dr. Talmage most is 
that of the memorable stones which he 
brought from the east, and which were set 
in the wall at the right of the organ, en- 
cased in stero-relief work, They were four 
in number. The top block was from Mount 
Calvary, and bore the word “Sacrifice.’’ The 
stone below from Mount Sinai, bearing on it 
“The Law.’ The bottom stone is from 
Mars Hill and bears the inscription “Gos- 
pel,” The front stone was unmarked. 

A more unique collection of stones was 
never gathered in one place. 

Started in the Organ. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 
12 o'clock, just after the congregation had 
been dismissed from the morning service. 
Dr. Talmage was in the church shaking 
hands with a number of people when flames 
burst from the organ. 

Ex-Supervisor Reed, who was in the Sum. 
merfield Methodist Episcopal church, direct- 
ly opposite from the tabernacle, had also 
seen the smoke coming from the tabernacle 
window and had sent in an alarm of fire. 
By the time the firemen arrived,” the flames 
were bursting from all the church windows. 


|. ‘Pwe-extra alarms, and finally a special call 


were sent in, bringing all of the engines 
in Brooklyn and Williamsburg to the fire. 
The flames spread with lightning-like rap- 
idity and the sparks flew in all directions. 
The greatest excitement prevailed. 

The interior of the church was a seething 
roaring mass of flames inside of thirty 
minutes after the fire was dscovered, and 
by 1 o’clock the roof and the handsome 
steeple had fallen in. ’ Le ee 

Hotel Guests Flee. 

Great jets of flames shot across the open 
space between the tabernacle and the Hotel 
Regent, which is next to the church, on 
Clinton avenue, and in a short space of 
time that portion af the hotel nearest the 
church was burning fiercely. 

The Regent was a family hotel, The guests 
fled in dismay. Some of them stopped to 
throw their valuables and clothing frdm the 
windows, while others hurried to places of 
safety just as they happened to be appar- 
eled when the panic struck him. 

At the time of the fire there were eighty- 
five guests and ninety servants in the hotel 
and many of these had narrow escapes. 
The fire extended to the hotel between the 


first and second floors. 
Before the employes gave the alarm they 


attempted to get it under control. The fire 
soon spread up to the third and fourth 
floors,-however, and the guests and servants 
rushed pell mell into the street. 

A Savannah Lady Helped Oat. 

There were two ladies in thé hotel who had 
to be carried out. On the fifth floor Mrs. 
Loomis, of Savannah, Ga., was lying ill 
with her young baby a few days old. She 
Was carried safely from the burning hotel 
and with her child was removed in an am- 
bulance to the Homeopathic hospital. 

Miss Kean, the assistant housekeeper of 
the hotel, was also carried from the build- 
ing. She had just passed through a severe 
illness but was convalescent. 

The flames spread rapidly through the 
hotel, and it, too, was soon afire from cel- 
lar to roof. The firemen then devoted their 
efforts to saving surrounding property. A 
number of dwellings in the vicinity caught 
fire again and again, but the firemen each 
time flooded them with water and extin- 
guished the flames. The Summerfield M. E. 
church, at Greene and Washington avenues, 
also caught fire from flying sparks, but the 
flames were soon extinguished. 

The numerous small fires continued until 
4 o'clock, by which time the firemen had 
gotten the flames in the tabernacle and hotel 
under control. 

The tabernacle and the Hotel Regent were 
completely gutted. Nothing remains but 
the walls. At 5 o’clock portions of the rear 
wall of the tabernacle fell. The total -loss 
is estimated at a little over a million dollars. 
The loss on the Hotel Regent, including the 
buildings, paintings and the guests’ house- 
hold goods, will amount to about $600,000. 
The loss on the tabernacle is about $400,000, 
eand the adjoining buildings are reported to 
be damaged to the extent of $50,000. It is 
said that the hotel was insured for $500,000. 
Four firemen were overcome by heat during 
the progress of the flames and had to be 
removed from the scene. They all recovered. 

It is supposed that the fire was caused 
by a spark from one of the electric light 
wires behind the organ. 

The tabernacle was insured for $129,000. 

The board of trustees of the tabernacle 
tonight held a meeting in the house of Dr. . 
Talmage, at which it was decided to re- 
build the tabernacle. The trustees say that 
Dr. Talmage is to start on his trip around 
the world as first intended. : 

Dr. Talmaze will start tomorrow. He 
will go to Philadelphia first, then to At- 
lanta and through the southern states té 
Honolulu, New Zealand and Australia.
